D etails of th e D eath o f Alex. H. Stephens, 
A tla n ta , March 4th.—Stephens’ death 
Gccurred at half-past 3. 
About 2 o’clock in 
the morn it g it w is evident that he was c ucn 
weaker, and that the crisis was approaching. 
The doctors placel a strong mustard plaster 
on his wiist, aud let it remain twenty min­ 
utes. 
When it was remi ved there was not 
the slightest sign of icflimma’ion, showing 
that there was veiy little vitality left. A t 
half past 2 his extremities became cold and 
clammy, and assumed a purplish hue. 
As 
the end drew near, Stephens was lying on his 
back, his head turned slightly to the right. 
A husky rattlo in tbe throat, that had been 
plainly perceptible earlier in the night, had 
ceased entirely. There was no more heavy 
breathing, and not the slightest gasping. At 
a quarter-past 3 the family were called ir, and 
after breathing aim st imperceptib'y a few 
moments he died without the slightest tre­ 
mor. The news of his death created the pro- 
foundest sensation, as it was not known 
that he was

near 
death’s 
door. 
To-day 
his 
remains 
lay 
ia 
state 
in tbs executive mai sion, and were viewed 
by 20,000 people. 
In the afternoon a meet­ 
ing of citizens wa3 held, at which addresses 
were delivered by Senator Colquitt, Judge 
Logan, E. B. Leokley and other prominent 
citizjna. A citizens’ committee was appoint­ 
ed to co-operate with a committee from the 
Legislature and State-house officers iu the 
conduct of the funeral. The remains will lie 
in state at tho Capitol until buried on Wed­ 
nesday or Thursday. 
Stephens made his will some time fgo. He 
leaves $10,000 to the children of his late 
brother, Judge Stephen?. The rest of the 
estate, barring a few minor brquests, gees to 
his nephew, Colonel John Stephens. 
W hat 
the estate will foot up depends largely on the 
eale of his new history of the United States. 
He mado about $39,000 on " Tne W ar Be­ 
tween the States.” His new ko k ia Belling 
well. 
Above the bequests the estate will 
probably pay $10,000, 
The Flooded D istrict. 
St. Leuis, March 4ih.—The latest news 
from the ove:flowed country along tho lower 
Mississippi river is that the euuk lands in the 
St. Frauds river region ara entirely sub­ 
merged, and nearly as' far down as Helena, 
but there are places above water. People 
are living in the upper storks, or fliating 
around on rafts or in boats. 
Most of them, 
however, hive deserted the oonntiy t.u 1 gone 
to the high land back from the river. Several 
lives are reported lost in this region, but no 
definite information is given. Five rail read 
laborers, lost in the overflow, were picked up 
in a boat a day or two ago in a starving con­ 
dition, having been without food for a week.

AS ESTHEUC P30BLEM 


Whence comes it th at a painting, if per­ 
fectly faithful to nature, possesses for us 
in many cases extreme beauty, when the 
original is commonplace and uninteresting? 
A lover of art will go into an ecstasy of 
admiration over a well-p-ainted hand. 
He 
will note the perfection of the flesh tint, 
the accuracy w ith which each vein ia 
traced, the grace of every curve, and will 
say, as the highest praise he can give, that 
it seems like a real human hand, standing 
out from the canvas. 
But, after all, it is 
difficult to explain wherein its especial 
beauty lies. 
No doubt the skill of the ar­ 
tist who can cote so accurately and repro­ 
duce the exact features and details in the 
appearance of a hand excites marvel and 
admiration. 
But in what especially con­ 
sists the beauty of the picture, when tho 
highest praise we can give it is that it 
closely resembles a human hand ? There 
is doubtless a certain beauty in the human 
hand, Lut it would 
seem to fall far 
short of aud to differ from that unique. «*- 
tistic beauty which we perse»—., m the 
picture. 
If pnyono who was gazing at the 
latter with delight were suddenly told that 
it was no picture, but, liko Peg Woffing­ 
ton’s portrait, a real hand inserted through 
a hole in the canvas, half its charm would 
be gone. 
And yet the curves, veins and 
fle8h-tint- would not be one wbit leas per­ 
fect. 
W e are inclined to think that the 
true explanation of this is somewhat sim­ 
ilar to a parallel phenomenon in music. 
A 
beautiful melody, if heard cocatantly, 
ceases to arouse any emotion, 
Our sense 
of the beautiful in its regard becomes 
dulled. 
But we sometimes find that if it is 
performed in an unaccustomed way—for 
instance, by an entirely new combination 
of instrum ents—our faculties becoino once 
more stimulated by this element of fresh­ 
ness, and our enjoyment of it is as keen as 
ever. 
This very thing happened recently 
to the 
present 
w riter, 
who 
heard 
a 
beautiful air 
of M czirt, whose charm 
he had deemed destroyed forever by the 
agency of repeated barrel-organ p : if orin­ 
arme?, executed on a mandolin and .uitar 
by Swiss peasants. 
And just as the nov- 
el‘y and cleverness of the performance 
aroused, in this case, a keen sense of the 
beauty of tho piece, to, we suggest, ia a 
sense of the beauty of the human l and, 
which has been lost on account of our 
familiarity with it, aroused by the stim u­ 
lus given to him who notes with admira­ 
tion the wondrous skill of the artist. The 
hand itself really possesses all the beauty 
of tho picture, and doubtless Adam ad­ 
mired it ;s much iu nature as we do in art. 
But to us it is too familiar in nature to be 
appreciated without some especial stim u­ 
lus given to cur faculties. 
This we take to 
have been K ant’s view when he said, with 
almost epigrammatic terseness, “ N ature 
was found beautiful, when it looked at the 
same time as if it were a r t ; and art can 
only be called beautiful if we are conscirus 
that it is art, aud it yet appears to ns as if 
it were nature.”—[London Spectator. 


In fe c tio u s C onsum ption.—Dr. Alexan­ 
der McAldowie has considered the much- 
debated question whether pulmonary con­ 
sumption is an infections disease, in too 
light of his own infirmary and private 
practice. 
He is of the opinion that it is 
infectious, althnngh-it is not so frequently 
communicated by infection as it would be 
were the lungs less well protected than 
they ere against the 'Ccprs of germs. 
He 
mentions four cases where the wife, previ­ 
ously healthy, and with no family history 
of tubercular disease, became affected while 
attending to her phthisical husband, and 
two cases in which percons suffering from 
the pneumonic form of the disease ap­ 
peared to communicate the tubercular form 
to healthy persons. 
Phthisis is not often 
communicated in the manner by ordinary 
intercourse, because the germs are sifted 
out in the air.passages by the vibrating ac­ 
tion of the cilia situated there, and are 
removed by expectoration. 
The gefms 
floating in tho air are, moreover, commonly 
dry, and of feeble infective power. 
The 
lungs are liable to infection only when the 
inhaled germs escape the filtering action of 
the bronchi and reach the air-cells, where 
they come in contact with a sui face highly 
favorable for their absorption. 
This hap­ 
pens only under exceptional conditions. 
The parts of the alveoli most exposed to 
the attacks of inhaled germs are those near 
the entrance, at the points where the small 
bronchial tubes lose their cylindrical char­ 
acter and become covered on all sides with 
the cells ; and pathological observation has 
proved that there aro frequent starting 
points 
in 
phthisis.— [Popular 
Science 
Monthly. 


L essons on t h e D a n g e r o f N arc o tics. 
The deceased poet, Dante Gabriel Rossetti, 
was a victim of jphloral, which be took for 
sleeplessness, with the inevitable result. 
About ISOS, his friend Mr. W atts says, in 
the Athenieum, ho was attacked with in­ 
somnia, one of the most distressing effects 
of which as manifested in him was “ a 
nervcus shrinking from personal contact 
with any save a few intim ate friends. This 
peculiar kind of nervousness may be aggra­ 
vated by the use of slee ping rlraugths, and 
in his case was thus aggravated. 
* * 
No 
man ever lived who was so generous as ho 
in sympathizing w ith other men’s work, 
save only when tbe cruel fumes of chloral 
turned him against every thing.” 
Another 
conspicuous warning against the use of nar­ 
cotics is given in the ease of the death of 
Dr. Thomas Atkinson Elias, a physician of 
Southport, England, under circumstances 
which led the Coroner’s jury to believe that 
it was caused by an overdose of morphia. 
I t was shown a t the inquest -that he was 
occasionally troubled with sleeplessness-y n i 
frequently took for it morphia, chloral, ne­ 
penthe, or bromide of potassium. 
I t is la­ 
mentable, says the Lancet, to see medical 
men drift into such uses of drugs, which 
engender the very evils for which they aro 
taken, and are so apt to issue in results 
quite uncontemplated. 
“ Such evils are to 
be cured,and meantime borne with patience, 
not met by dangerous medicines in random 
doses." 


T h e P o is o n 'o f C esspools. — M. Bou- 
veret has reported cn a remarkable ease of 
poison from a cesspool which took place at 
Lyons. A workman, twenty-one years old, 
having failing into a cesspool, was taken 
out. after having been in it about five min­ 
utes, in a state of convulsions. Inhalations 
of oxygen were administered for several 
hours, but the convulfions continued with 
rise of temperature. 
Transfusion of blood 
(defibrinateé) was then tried w ithout ef­ 
fect, and death took p'.r.co about twenty- 
four hours after the accident. 
Tho blood 
was fonnd, on post-mortem examination, 
to be black and fluid, the lungs and kid­ 
neys w erecongeittd, ar.d tha bronchial mu­ 
cous membrane showed a bright hypo-asmis, 
coagulation was observed in tbe pulmonary 
artery. 
The chief toxic agent in tho con­ 
tents of the cesspool is supposed to be sul­ 
phide of ammonium, » poiecu which acts 
on the blood in the same a-auuer as carbo­ 
nic oxide, deoxidizing the red globuka and 
making them unfit to perform their func­ 
tions. 
T ransía:ion of blood has been per­ 
formed with success in cases of prisoning 
by carbonic oxide, am bits failure in the 
present case has provoked the suggestion 
that cesspools may con'. , a gaseous pohens 
far more complex and more virulent than 
sulphide of ammocium, theaotion of which 
is more profound and complicated.—[Pop. 
ular Science Monthly,

Details of the Death o f Alex. D. Stephens. 
A tlanta, M arch 4th.—Stephens’ death 
occurred at half-past 3.

W hence comes it th a t a painting, if per­ 
fectly faithful to nature, possesses for us 
in m any cases extrem o beauty, when the 
original is commonplace and uninteresting? 
A lover of a rt w ill go into aa ecstasy of 
adm iration over a w ell-painted hand. 
H e 
w ill note the perfection of th e flesh tin t, 
th e accuracy w ith which each vein is 
traced, the grace of every curve, and will 
say, as th e highest praise he can give, th a t 
it seems like a real hum an hand, standing 
out from the canvas. 
B at, after all, it is 
difficult to explain w herein its especial 
beauty lies. 
No doubt th e skill of the a r­ 
tist who can note so accurately and repro­ 
duce th e exact features and details in the 
appearance of a hand excites m arvel and 
adm iration. 
B ut in w hat especially con­ 
sists th e beauty of th e picture, when the 
highest praise wo can give it is th a t it 
closely resem bles a hum an hand ? 
There 
is doubtless a certain beauty in the hum an 
hand, b a t it would 
seem to fall far 
short of and to differ from th at unique, a r ­ 
tistic beauty which we perceive in the 
picture. 
If f-nyono who was gazing a t the 
latte r w ith delight were suddenly told th a t 
it was no picture, bnt, liko Peg W offing­ 
ton’s portrait, a real hand inserted through 
a hale in th e can va», half its charm would 
be gone. 
A nd y et th e curves, veins and 
flesh-tint w ould not he one w bit leas per­ 
fect. 
W e are inclined to th m k th at the 
true explanation of this ie som ew hat sim­ 
ilar to a parallel phenomenon in music. 
A 
beautiful m elody, 
if 
hoard constantly, 
ceases to arouse any emotion. 
O ur sense 
of the beautiful in its regard becomes 
dulled. 
B a t we som etim es find th a t if it is 
perform ed in an unaccustom ed way—for 
instance, by an entirely new combination 
of instrum ents— our faculties become once 
more stim ulated by this elem ent of fresh, 
ness, and onr enjoym ent of it is as keen as 
ever. 
T his very thing happened recently 
to th e 
present 
w riter, 
who 
heard 
a 
beautiful air 
of 
M czirt, whose charm 
he had deem ed destroyed forever by the 
agency of repeated barrel-organ pjtform - 
ances, executed on a m andolin and 
uitar 
by Swis3 peasants. 
A nd ju st as th e nov- 
e l'y and cleverness of the performance 
aroused, in tbia case, a keen sense tf tbe 
beauty of tho piece, so, we suggest, ia a 
sense of the beauty of the hum an i and, 
w hich has been lost on account of our 
fam iliarity w ith it, aroused by the stim u­ 
lus given to him w ho notes w ith adm ira­ 
tion tb e wondrous skill of the artist. The 
hand itself really possesses all th e beauty 
of the picture, and doubtless A dam ad­ 
m ired it ? s m uch in nature as we do in art. 
B ut to us it is too fam iliar iu nature to be 
appreciated w ithout some especial stim u­ 
lus given to our faculties. 
This we take to 
have been K an t’s view when he said, w ith 
alm ost epigram m atic terecnes», “ N ature 
was fcund beautiful, when it looked a t the 
same tim e as if it were a r t ; and art can 
only be called beautiful if we are consoicus 
th a t it is art, aud it yet appears to U3 as if 
it were n a tu re.”—[London Spectator. 


I nfectious Consumption.— Dr. A lexan­ 
der M oAldowie has considered the much- 
debated question w hether pulm onary con­ 
sum ption is an infections disease, in tho 
light of his own infirm ary and private 
practice. 
H e is of the opinion th a t it is 
infectious, althongh it is not so frequently 
com m unicated by infection as it would be 
w ere th e lungs less well protected than 
they ere ag eitet th e '.coess of germs. 
Ho 
m entions four cases w here tho wife, previ­ 
ously healthy, and w ith no family history 
of tubercular disease, became affected while 
attending to her phthisical husband, and 
tw o cases in w hich perrons suffering from 
tho pneumonic form of the disease ap­ 
peared to com m unicate th e tubercular form 
to healthy persons. 
PhthisiB is not often 
com m unicated in th e m anner by ordinary 
intercourse, because th e germ s are sifted 
out in the air-passages by the vibrating ac­ 
tion of th e cilia Bituated there, and are 
rem oved by expectoration. 
Tho germs 
floating in the air are, moreover, commonly 
dry, and of feeble infective power. 
The 
lnngs are liable to infection only when the 
inhaled germs escape the filtering action of 
th e bronchi and reach the air-cells, where 
they come in contact w ith a suifacc highly 
favorable for th eir absorption. 
This hap­ 
pens only under exceptional conditions. 
T he p arts of th e alveoli m ost exposed to 
th e attack s of inhaled germ s are those near 
th e entrance, at tbe points w here the small 
bronchial tubes lose th eir cylindrical char­ 
acter and become covered on all sides w ith 
th e cells ; aud pathological observation has 
proved th a t there are frequent starting 
points 
in 
phthisis. — [Popular 
Science 
M onthly. 


L e sso n s o n t h e D a n g e r o f N a r c o tic s . 
The deceased poet, D anto G abriel Rossetti, 
was a victim of chloral, whioh he took for 
sleeplessness, w ith tho inevitable result. 
A bont 1868, hia friend M r. W atts says, in 
the Athenieum, ho was attacked w ith in ­ 
somnia, one of th e m o tt distressing effects 
of w hich as m anifested in him was “ a 
nervous shrinking from personal contact 
w ith any save a few intim ate friends, This 
peculiar kind of nervousness m ay be aggra­ 
vated by th e use of sleepingoraugths, and 
in his case was th u s aggravated. 
* * 
No 
man ever lived who was so generous aa ho 
in sym pathizing w ith other m en’s work, 
save only w hen th e cruel fum es of chloral 
turned him against everything.” 
A nother 
conspicuous w arning against th e use of nar­ 
cotics ia given in th e case of th e death of 
Dr. Thomae A tkinson Elias, a physician of 
Southport, England, under circum stances 
w hich led the Coroner’s ju ry to believe th a t 
it was caused by an overdose of morphia. 
I t was show n a t th e inquest th a t he was 
occasionally troubled w ith tlecplessuT? 1 y , , 
frequently tcok for ii m orphia, chloral, ne­ 
penthe, or brom ide of potassium . 
I t is la­ 
m entable, says tho Lancet, to see medical 
men d rift into such uses of drugs, which 
engender th e very evils for which th ey are 
taken, and are so ap t to issue in results 
quite uncontem plated. 
“ Such evils are to 
be cured, and m eantim e borne w ith patience, 
not m et by dangerons m edicines in random 
doses.” 


T iie P oison" of C esspools. — M. 
Boa- 
veret has reported cn a rem arkable caso of 
poison from a cesapool which took place a t 
Lyons. A w orkm an, tw enty-one years old, 
having falling into a ccsfpool, w as taken 
out. after having been in it about five m in­ 
utes, in a state of convulsions. Inhalations 
of oxygen w ere adm inistered for several 
honrs, but the convulsions continued w ith 
rise of tem perature. 
Transfusion of blood 
(defibrinated) was then tried w ithout ef­ 
fect, and death took pir.ee about tw e n ty , 
four hours after the accident. 
Tho blood 
was found, on post-m ortem exam ination, 
to be black and fluid, th e lungs and k id­ 
neys were congested, ar.d tho bronchial m u­ 
cous m em brane showed a bright hype:® m is, 
coagulation was observed in th e pulm onary 
artery. 
T he chief toxic agent in tho con­ 
tenta of the cesspool is supposed to be su l­ 
phide of ammonium, a póiecn w hich acts 
on th e blood in th e sam e m anner as carbo­ 
nic oxide, deoxidizing the red globules and 
m aking them unfit to perform thoir iur.o- 
tions. 
Transfusión of blood has b a n per­ 
form ed w ith success iu casts of poisoning 
by carbonic oxide, and; its failure in th e 
present case has provoked the unggestion 
th a t cesspools may contain gaseous poisons 
far more complex and m o re v ira k n c th an 
sulphide of am m onium , th e action of which 
is m ore profound and com plicated.—[Pop. 
ular Science M onthly,

has awakened the attention of the people 
to the errors cf our tariff system, and has 
brought abont more discussion on the sub­ 
ject and diffused more tariff intelligence 
among all clatses than has been accom­ 
plished at any previous tim e in our na­ 
tional history. 
This information will bring 
its fruit, and the era of free trade be 
thereby brought nearer. The real truth is, 
both parties desired to make much greater 
reductions in tariff rates, but both were 
restrained by tim idity. 
Both in the next 
campaign will be busy explaining wby 
Congress was unable to exercise its judg­ 
m ent fearlessly.

I 
Governor Alexander Hamilton Stephens, 
of Georgia, is dead. 
His has been an 
eventful career. 
H e was a man of broad 
intelligence and fine intellect. 
His traita 
of character were all positive. 
H is natu­ 
ral impulses were warm and kindly. 
He 
was one of the most prominent representa­ 
tives the South ever had. 
He was a man 
of extraordinary powers and great personal 
magnetism. 
He was 
born 
in W ilkes 
county, Georgia, February, 1812, and was 
graduated from the University of Georgia 
in 1832. 
His first labor was as a school 
teacher. 
He came to the bar in 1834, and 
to the Georgia Legislature in 1S36, serving 
in the lower house until 1841. 
In 1842 he 
was sent to the State Senate. 
He was an 
elector on the Douglas and Johnson ticket 
in 1860, and entered the Secession Con­ 
vention of Georgia in 1861, and opposed 
and voted against the ordinance of seces­ 
sion, giving in bis adherence to the doc­ 
trine only when his judgm ent was over­ 
ruled by its passage. 
He was sent to the 
Confederate Congress in 1861, and was 
chosen Vice-President of the Provisional 
Confederacy, and in November of that 
year was chosen to the same office for the 
Confederate States. 
He was the head of 
the Commission on the part of the Confed­ 
erates at the Hampton Roads Conference 
in 1865. 
He was elected a Representative 
to the Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thir­ 
tieth, Thirty-first, Thirty-second, Thirty- 
third, Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth Con­ 
gresses of the U nited States, when he 
declined further re election. 
In 1866 he 
was elected to the United States Senate, 
but was not allowed to take his seat. 
He 
wa3 clected to the Forty-third Congress 
to 
fill 
a 
vacancy, 
and 
was 
elected 
to 
the 
Forty - fourth, 
Forty - fifth, 
Forty - sixth 
and 
Forty • seventh Con­ 
gresses. 
In the latter case he had no 
opposition. 
From this Congress he re­ 
signed October 6, 1882, to run for the 
Governorship of his State, to which he was 
elected, receiving 107,203 votes to 44,8!)6 
•ast for Mr. Gartell, his opponent. 
He 
was inaugurated November, 1SS2, and had 
he lived, his term would have expired 
November, 1S84. 
His last official public 
appearance was on February 12, 18S3, when 
he delivered the oration at the sesqui-cen- 
tennial celebration at Savannah. 
In 1870 
Governor Stephens published a work that 
attracted wide attention, entitled “ A 
Constitutional View of the W ar between 
the States.” 
He was originally a member 
of the W hig party. 
He was a leader in 
advocacy of the annexation of Texas and 
in the passage of the Kansas and Nebraska 
Act of 1854. 
He united with the Demo­ 
cratic party in 1856, and supported the 
measures of President Buchanan. 
There 
are few instances in the history of our 
country of a man who commanded such an 
influence among tho people of his native 
State. 
During many years the State was 
absolutely unanimous for him. 
He re­ 
mained in active political life under the 
toilures of physical afflictions to which 
most men would have succumbed. 
His 
death will put the entire South in mourn­ 
ing.

Thera is needed no other evidence of the 
deliberate wron£ 
contemplated by the 
wrecking press than ia found in the rabid 
demand th at the Railroad Commissioners 
shall, without inquiry and knowledge, pro­ 
ceed to fix, aibitrarily, rates of fare on the 
two chief lines of travel in the State. 
The Commission ha3 not yet been in office 
two months, has had no previous knowl­ 
edge of railroad business, and is expected 
nevertheless to establish a schedule that 
shall radically rcduce rates, irrespective of 
the conditions and the truth concerning 
railroading on this coast. 
Is thera any 
one so blind to the dictates of reason as to 
suppose that any three men in the land can 
administer justice and act without knowl-, 
edge of the case they are to pass upon ? 
Uecause Messrs. Carpenter and Humphries 
have asked for the testimony and shown 
a disposition to inform themselves, they 
are assailed as having sold out to the cor­ 
porations, while the demagogue Foote has 
been lauded to the skies for his willingness 
to act irrespective of the law or the facts. 
The truth is, the candid mind cannot find 
in the examination being conducted by 
the Commissioners any reason for charging 
th at they have sold out, or have violated 
their oaths. 
In our own opinion the rail­ 
road companies have far more to fear from 
the calm, dispassionate course of the ma­ 
jority of the Commission, than from insane 
mouthings and intemperate demands—that 
is, if the companies have been guilty of 
anything which they fear to defend.

It is proposed that the surplus of the 
W ater W orks’ income shall, 
“ by ordi­ 
nance,” be devoted to needed repairs of 
insufficient and defective mains, and to an 
extension of the pipe line By stem. 
These 
are long felt public needs, but the method 
proposed will defeat the desired end. 
The 
law now disposes of the major part of the 
surplus of the fund. 
Any ordinance to de­ 
feat th at law will involve the city in losing 
litigation. 
But the end may be accom­ 
plished without such involvment. 
The re­ 
moval of pipes now inadequate to the 
pressure, and which add to the expenses 
constantly ; the placing of mains in busi­ 
ness sections where the pipes are of insuf­ 
ficient capacity for ordinary draught by the 
fire engines ; the extension of supply pipes 
to new sections, are all properly operating 
expenses, and necessary to the effective 
maintenance of the system, and require 
new 
ordinance. 
They are, therefore, 
proper to be determined and paid prior to 
the declaration of any surplus. 
If these 
outlayB consume the entire income, it must 
be held to be a proper expense.

In the election of Senator Edmunds as 
President pro tem. of the United States Sen­ 
ate there was chosen unquestionably one of 
the ablest and foremost men of the nation. 
George F. Edmunds was born in I’ichmond, 
V i, in 182S. He was educated in the pub­ 
lic schools, and also had private tutelage, 
and early took a place at the bar. 
In 
1854 he was elected to the Vermont Legis­ 
lature, and served five years, being Speaker 
of the House for three years of th at time. 
In 1861 he was Eent to the State Senate, 
and became its pro tempore presiding 
officer. 
He was appointed to the United 
States Senate, to fill a vacancy, in 1866, 
and has tince been re-elected successively. 
His term r s a Senator expires March 3, 
1887. 
He is in every sense a representa­ 
tive man of the country, snd for broad 
statesmanship, culture and profundity has 
had few peers in his time.

W ashington, March 3 1 —The H oum bill 
to confirm certain entries on public lands 
passed. 
The Senate passed a vote cf thanks to Da­ 
vid Davis, c IT¡3red by Bayard, unanimously. 
A t 12 o’clock Davis, President pro tein. cf 
the Senate, in resigning that office, pursuant 
to notice given eome days since, delivered a 
farewell address of thanks. 
Anthony (R.) of Rhode Island cffered a 
resolution declaring George F. Edmunds, a 
Senator from the State of Vermont, elected 
President pro tem. of the Senate. 
Pendleton (D ) of Ohio moved to amend so 
as to make the resolution apply to Thomas F. 
Bayard, a Senator from Delaware. 'Amend­ 
ment lost. 
Edmunds was then elected. The Secretary, 
having announced the result, requested An­ 
thony and Bayard to conduct him to the 
chair. When they did so, Edmunds, stand- 
iog near by the Clerk's desk, said : “ Sena­ 
tors : I beg to thank the Senate sincerely for 
the honor it has conferred upon me, and to 
say that I shall endeavor to discharge the du­ 
ties imposed with fidelity, and 1 think that 
under the law I ought to take the oath cf 
office. I ask the Senator from Rhode Island, 
the eldest Senator present, to administer it.” 
Anthony administered the oath and Edmunds 
then tcok the chair. 
A t the eveniog sesf-ion the House bill to 
modi'y the postal-order system aud for other 
purpnses was passed without amendment. 
Allison reported that bis conferees in the 
two houses on the sundry civil appropriation 
bill had failed to agree. 
Logan eaid he would rather eee half a 
dczjn extra sess-iona than submit to the action 
propased in the Heine bill in relation to a 
repeal ot the pre-emption laws or tne pen­ 
sions of the poor inmate* of soldier homes. 
The Senate insisted upon its action, and 
new conferees were appointed. 
The House joint resolution, providing a 
new Mixed Commistion iu accsrdance with 
the treaty of 1876, between the Uuited 
States and Venezaela, was passed without 
amendment. 
Oa motion cf Harrison, tho biil to amecd 
the liw in rslation to recovery of damages 
for infringement of patents was taken up, 
agreed to and passed. 
When the shipping bill was reached Coke 
objected to its consideration on the ground 
that it was too important to ba dealt with 
properly at this time. 
Conger and lirye urged consideration of 
the bill. Upon their agreeing not to oppose 
certain changea in its provisions Coke with­ 
drew his objection. The bill was taken up, 
discussed, and, pending its caasideration, the 
Senate, ai 0:15 p. M., went into executive 
sestion. 
W a s h in g to n , March 4‘.h.—The doors were 
opened at 1:25 o’clock. The amendment re­ 
ported by the Committee on Conference, 
striking out Sections 13 and 14 cf the bill as it 
came from the House, repealirg the laws re­ 
quiring payments to the Shipping Commis­ 
sion for shipment of seamen, was agreed to.

The committee inserted in the bill the fol­ 
lowing provision: If two cr more rates of 
duty should be applicable to any imported 
article, it Bhall be classified for duty under 
the highest of such rates. Only three changes 
have been made in that part of the biU re­ 
lating to internal ravecue. 
The provision 
which repealed taxes on the capital and de­ 
posits cf banks and bankers has been changed 
bo as to include also national banking asso­ 
ciations. The date upon which the_reduction 
of the tax on tobacco, snuff, cigars and 
cigarattes and the reduction of special license 
taxes Bhall go into effect has been changed 
from July 1st to May, 1881.

It is but a short time since police officer 
J. J. Carroll was the subject of an investiga­ 
tion before the B^ard of Police Commission­ 
ers, and wss exonerated from all charges. 
Fur a week past officer Green and local 
officer Cafferty have beca before the Board 
for the hearing of charges preferred against 
each other. The matter has been postponed 
several times, and on Saturday last the exam­ 
ination was again continued onaccountof the 
death of officer Green’s sister. It has been 
set f< r to-day at 1 P M. There are abont 
thirty witnesses in the case, and about evenly 
divided. 
Last week the examination of Maud 
Whitney, an L street courtesan, charged 
with grand larceny by an old man named 
Jacob Tompkins, took place, occupying 
two days, 
Tompkins, in giving his 
testimony, charged officar Eidred with 
befriending Mand, and said that the 
officer had been guilty of a more grave crime 
—that of adultery. The woman when on the 
witness stand emphatically denied that she 
was on intimate terms with the officer. Ei­ 
dred also denied it. Some person, evidently 
not with the beat of feeling toward the-offi- 
cer, telegraphed the matter to a San Francis­ 
co paper, in which it appeared the next 
morning. On Saturday, when the Board of 
Police Commissioners met, and after the con­ 
tinuance of the Green and Cafferty cases, 
attorney H. L. Buckley appeared en behalf 
of Eidred, and asked that the officer be 
granted a public investigation of the charge. 
Eidred expressed a willingness to proceed at 
once, but it was decided to set it for hearing 
for this evening at 7 o’clock. There was a 
singular circumstance connected with the 
trial of Maud Whitney, being that bo com­ 
plaint was made against the woman by Tomp­ 
kins until over a month after the alleged rob­ 
bery occurred. H. L. Buckley, who appeared 
as attorney for the defense, in his argument 
before the Court said he believed it to ba but 
a conspiracy to ruin officer Eidred. 
The regular electi- n for police officers will 
take place about April 1st. Although the 
compensation for officers’ services is not great, 
tbere is nevertheless many applicants, and a 
hard fight for the positions may be expected. 
This near approach of the election of officers 
may accouot to Borne extent for the numerous 
charges and investigations to which the regu­ 
lar force is bring f’objected.

Rushing Bills Through Double Quick— 
Harbor Commission Bill Passed the 
Senate—Confirmation of Pilot Commis­ 
sioners. 
Both houses of the Legislature transacted an im­ 
mense amount of business on Saturday, the Assem­ 
bly continuing in session until after 10 o’clock r. m. 
The Senate met at 10 a. m., Lieutenant-Governor 
Daggett in the chair. 
The gene-al appropriation bill was taken up and 
considered, read a first time under a suspension of 
the rules and of the constitutional provision. It 
was then made a special order lor 2 P. M. for a sec­ 
ond reeding. 
On motion of Reddy the Senate took up out of or­ 
der and passed S. B. 121, repealing the Act to pro­ 
vide an additional Judge of the Superior Court for 
the county of Mono. 
On motion of Spencer of Napa, A. B. 25, amend­ 
ing the Act providing for the organization of agri­ 
cultural districts, was taken up out of order, the 
rules and constitutional provision suspended, and 
the bill passed. 
Johnson offered a resolution allowing each Sen­ 
ator, in alphabetical order, to call up one bill out of 
order. The resolution was adopted by a vote of 25 
ayes to 5 nocs. 
Del Valle moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the resolu'ion was adopted, and spoke in favor of 
it He pointed out that on the special file were the 
appropriation bill, the apportionment bill, tbe 
county and municipal government bills, and other 
important hills which the majority party had 
pledged themselves to pass. If this resolution went 
into operation, the result would be that no Congres­ 
sional apportionment bill would be passed at this 
session, i be time for the adjournment sine die w as 
close at hand, and tbe bills on the special file ought 
to be passed at once. 
Johnson opposed the motion, and urged that tbe 
resolution was the only way out of the difficulty in 
which the Senate found itself. There were bills of 
as much importance on the general file as there were 
on tho special file. The only way out of the diffi­ 
culty was to suspend the constitutional provision 
and pass these bills. 
Knight urged that the resolution ought to be 
adopted, and in that way bills would be taken up 
decently in order instead of at random, as under tbe 
present rule. The rules were being constantly sits- 
pended on motion of Senators, and the resolution 
simply gave each ono a chance to call one hill up as 
his name is called iu alphabetical oroer. 
Vrooman eamest'y urged the reconsideration. He 
hoped that the Senate would p-oeeed with the regu­ 
lar order of business on the special file, and pass the 
important measures that hau heal placed thereon. 
He pointed out that by adhering to the rules on 
Friuxy the Senate did more good work in ono day 
than had been done on any six days previous All 
of these motions to suspend the rules simply 
amounted to di’atory motions and delayed legisla­ 
tion. if tlie Senate would proceed with the regular 
order and vote down all motio s to suspend tho 
rules, without debate, before night every bill on the 
special file w-ould be disposed of. 
1 he motion to reconsider prevailed by a vote of 
17 ayes to 15 Does, and the resolution wasthcn voted 
down bv a vote of 15 ayes to 17 noes. 
Various committees presented reports out of 
order. 
The Senate then took up the special order— 
Flynn’s bill to divide the State into Assembly dis­ 
tricts—and it was read a second time. 
Alpine was taken out of the Seventy-second Dis­ 
trict with Inyo and Mono, and put in the Seven­ 
teenth District, with El Dorado. 
Filcher proposed a series of amendments which 
would take one Assemblyman from Humboldt 
c unty aud g!ve him to Placer. He urged that it 
was ouly just according to the popuhtion, and 
spoke warmly iu favor of its adoption. 
The amendment was lost. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of S. B. 1S8—An Act to re­ 
peal an Act to authorize the State Board of Exam­ 
iners to invest money derived from State school 
lands iu the bonds c-f the several counties of the 
Slate; S. B. 189—An Act to a nen 1 Sections 080 and 
682 and to repeal Section 681 of tha Political Code, 
relating to the investment of the prccccds of the 
sale of St ate Bchool lands; and S. B. 355—An Act 
to amend an Act creating Hastings College of the 
Law.Consideration of the Assembly apportionment bill 
was resumed. 
Brooks moved to amend so as to put Santa Bar­ 
bara and Ventura together instead of Kern and 
Ven'ura, and Inyo and Kern together. 
The. amendment was adopted, but re motion of 
Del Valle the v te was reconsidered and the amend­ 
ment lost by a vote of 17 ayes to 19 noes. 
Cox introduced an amendment to take from Hum­ 
boldt county one Assemblyman and give it to Sacra­ 
mento, and Pp -ke in favor of it. 
Ryan stoutly o posed the amendment. 
Taylor opposed the amendment, aud after some 
further discussion it was rejected. 
The bill was then ordered engrossed, aud at 1 
o’clock the Senate took a recess. 
After recess the S mate took up on second reading 
the general appropriation hill. 
The followi.'g committee amendments were 
adopted: 
Raising the salary of the honk keeper in fhe office 
of Secretary of State from §1,600 to §2,000 per an­ 
num.Raising the salary' of the hook keeper in Con­ 
troller's office from 81,600 to §2,0C0. per annum. ■ 
On these amendments a somewhat heated dis­ 
cussion to- k pi icc. Cross insisted that the Con 
stitution provided that no cl.rk should receive more 
than 81,600 per annum, aud he cla mod that a book­ 
keeper was a clerk. 
Murphy and Reddy argued that a book-keeper was 
not a clerk, and thst the taw of 1880 clearly made 
the distinction, and made the salary of these book­ 
keepers 82,000 p r annum. 
Spencer of tinislaus and Kellogg expta ned that 
while they believed the Constitution intended that 
these officers should only have §1,600 p: r annum, 
still the law- of 15So fixed the salary at 82,000, and 
arefusilto make the appropriation would ouly in­ 
volve a deficiency hill at the next Legislature. 
The appropriation for lights, fuel, postage, ex- 
pressage, subscript'ons for works on the subject of 
transporiation, traveling and other expenses of tho 
Board of Railroad Ccrmnisaioners, was raised from 
$1,0:0 to §2,500. 
Vrooman moved to strike out the appropriation of 
820,090 for the completion of the State Engineer’s 
irrigation investigation report and maps, and urged 
its adoption. He believed that the work done in 
the State Engineer's office ought to be done in the 
Surveyor-General’s office. 
LacgforJ favored the amendment, and Murphy, 
Cox, Filcher, Ryan, Reddy and Whitney spoko 
against it. 
The amendment was lost. 
Vrooman moved to amend so ns to prohib’t the 
use i f the money unless the work is cuapleted by 
January 1, 1S35. Lost, 13 to 19. 
Lynch moved to reduce the amount to 810,C00. 
Rejected, 9 to 24. 
Vrooman moved to amend so as to require the 
State Engineer to tii e a 8 0,000 bond to complete 
tiie work by January 1, 1881. Lost, 13 to 20. 
The comnrttee amendments as recommc-nded 
were then adopted at S3 C00 instead of §3,000 for 
repairs of the State Capitol and furniture: §2,000 
instead of §1,500 fir traveling • xper.ses of the Yo- 
seroite Commissioner ; $31,000 ii so ad of 860,000 
for the San Jo-c Normal School; §88.000 instead of 
800,000 fur tho Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum; 
§150 000 instead of 860,500 for the support of the 
San Quentin Prison. 
Eorry attempted to reduce this amount to 8100,­ 
000, and ju-tified it by a statement that hereafter 
the Jute factory would he profitable, hut failed. 
The §5,000 for the erection of outbui.dings at the 
Napa Asylum was stricken out, and a new item of 
§3,010 for the Secretary of the Fores’ry Commis­ 
sion.Kellogg succeeded in having the item of §1,600 
for District Agricultural Society No. 11 increased 
t > §2,400. The bill was then ordered to a third 
reading.

M ore M lgli W a te r. 
C airo (III.), March 3L—Lowir U Jum but 
is entirely suDmerged, only tha roofs of the 
houses being visible. Eleven houses have 
floated away, and one honae was demolished 
by a cake of ice. The citizens have waded 
to a place of eafety. 
A rkansas C m , March 3 i.—Toe river is 
rising steadily, and a great fload is inevitable. 
The people are takirg their prop: rty to places 
of safety, and families are leavirg on every 
train. The negToes are (being, panic-stricken. 
H elena (A ik), March 35.—The Btrnggie 
with the besieging water has fairly begun in 
this vicinity. There was a slow and steady 
rise this piet week, and a email increase in 
the past tnent7 -fonr hour?, four inches being 
registered. This brings the stage of water 
within thirty-one inches of the maximum of 
last year. The examination of the levee 
from where it leaves the hill, one mile above 
the towr, to Long Lakr, four miles south, re­ 
veals the fact that its stability may be relied 
upon. Nine miles oouth of this place several 
newly-repaired breaks are regarded d nbtfu!, 
but aa a large force is 3t work on the weak 
points, it is thought they may be made se­ 
cure. There is no apprehension of Helena 
overflowing. Cosbcuna county, Mississippi, 
opposite Helena, is a vast sea of water, and 
crops are necessarily greatly retarded. No 
serious losses of stcck are reported. 
D e stru c tio n b y F ire . 
A lbast (N. Y.), March 3 1 — A t two 
o’clock this morning the watchman at Dun­ 
lap’s elevator discovered a fresh fire in the 
sixth story. By the time that was extin­ 
guished flames had broken cut on the fourth 
floor, and ceveral men were caught on ti e 
Bixth floor. 
Gary Benson, watchman, and 
Louis J . Miller, Clerk of the Fire Depart­ 
ment, rushed down stairs through the flames 
and were badly burned. Fireman Samuel 
Atkins and John Myers and James Giiligan 
were literally forced to come down the iron 
hoisting chain outside the building, a distance 
of one hundred feet. About fcrty feet from 
the ground the chain was covered with ice, 
and the men slid to the ground with great ve­ 
locity and were more or less severely injured. 
A strong wind was blowing, and the whole 
department was called out. The fire spread 
rapidly through the mill and elevator, and 
enveloped the whole structure. About four 
o’clock the upper walls fell outward, part 
falling through BriJge & Davi.’s and M rri- 
aon’s stores, adjoining on Broadway, barving 
several persons in tho ruins. Firemen Wii- 
liam Carlin, and Michael Sheehan and Michael 
MeEwan, employes of Bridge & D arij, were 
killed. 
James Cameron, bookkeeper of the 
same firm, was injured internally, pr.-.bably 
fatally. 
Jamc-8 Kelly had both liia legs 
crushed. 
Fireman Goldwaith had his back 
injured. Tha end of the mill and tbs eleva­ 
tor were destroyed. Toe property belonged 
to the estate of Robert Dunlap. Loss on 
building, §75,000; insured. §32.500. 
The 
mill and elevator were occupied by Frank 
Chamberlain, and the loss is about §100.000 ; 
insured for §110,500. About 15,000 bushels 
of grain were in the elevator.’ Lies of par­ 
ties who had grain stared, about §40,000. 
The insurance was not ascertained. 
N ew Y o rk . March 3d.—There is a large 
fire in the New York Popular Publishing 
Company’s building, on Kose street. Some 
thirty girls are employed ia the building, Bad 
it ia rumored three were burned to death. 
A later report says the loss of life proved 
unfounded, and the loss of property was 
light. 
L tnchborg (Vs.), March 3 j.—Thera wera 
two incendiary fires to-day, one in the Pied­ 
mont House. The impression is the tire was 
Btarted to force tbe establishment of a paid 
fire department. 
C a rv e r B eals B o g a rd u s A g ain . 
C hicago, March 31.—The second pigeon 
match between Captain H. Bogardu3 and Dr. 
W. F. Carver was shot at tho Chicago Driv­ 
ing Park this afternoon. The terms were 100 
birds each. Five ground traps were used, 
and both barrels. Eighty yards was the 
boundary. There was uo betting at the 
start, but after about forty birds were shot 
the odds were ten to four on Carver, and tbs 
rate was unchanged throughout. The bird3 
were tame and strong flyers. 
Bogardus 
missed two of hie first three birds, and Car­ 
ver led by two to three up to the eighty-fifth, 
when Bogardus drew up to ever, and they 
shot together to the nioetieth. Carver killed 
the last ten birds straight, Bogardus missing 
three, and Carver won by a sc .re of eigh’y- 
two. 
Bogardus was three behind, with 
seventy-nine. 
D e a th o r G o v ern o r S te p h e n s, 
Atlanta (Gi .), March 4th. — Governor 
Alexander £L Stephens died at midnight. 
H e had been serioudy ill for several days, was 
worse last night, and at last he sank away in 
a quiet gasp at 12 o’clock. His funeral will 
take place ia Crawfordsville, Ga., where he 
will be interred by the side of his father. J. 
S. Boynton, President of the SeDate, has been 
telegraphed for, and will be here by daylight 
to assume the duties of Governor. 
T h e M u rd e re d P u g ilist. 
C hicago, March 3J.—An inqnest on the 
body of James Elliott, the dead pugilist, was 
to have been held this morning at tbe Armory 
police station, but on account of the weak 
condition of Jere Dunn, the murderer, the 
hearing of the evidence was postponed until 
Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock. The affair 
still continues to bo the topic of conversation 
in sporting circles. 
“ You dirty, cowardly 
cur,’’ were the words which Elliott uttered as 
he sprang _ from his seat to defend his life 
against his assassin, and they express very 
closely the opinion now protty generally en­ 
tertained of Jere Dunn. In spite of Dunn’s 
well known reputation, he seems to have en­ 
joyed the friendship of a number of actors 
who have hitherto b:ea considered respect­ 
able. Ho is reported to be a partner < f Mc­ 
Kee liankiu in a Michigan stock farm. In 
addition totheBupport of the local fraternity, 
Dunn yesterday received numerous telegrams 
of sympathy from different parte of the coun­ 
try.
